SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Barrington: 


In taking up the work of supervision in Barring- 
ton, I have found the school board, teachers, and citi- 
zens most cordial in their cooperation. This district is 
now a part of Union No. 44, together with Northwood, 
Newmarket, Lee, Strafford, and Nottingham. 


The teaching force remains the same as last year. 
The following is a list of the teachers and the number 
of pupils in each school:

More ample accommodations are needed for the 
school at East Barrington. I recommend that steps 
be taken to provide enlarged space for this school, both 
in the classroom and on the playground. 


The School Board’s budget has been carefully 
planned with a view to the utmost economy. I recom- 
mend that the district vote to adopt the Budget as 
submitted. 


In the ten years since the adoption of the present 
school law in 1919, notable progress has been made in 
education throughout the state. Among the notable 
features of that progress is equalization, by which the 
crumbs that fall from the tables of the wealthy com- 
munities furnish a substantial meal of state aid for 
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the less wealthy towns. Another feature of this dec- 
ade of school progress is the lengthening of the school 
year throughout the state to 36 weeks, with a 3.2% in- 
crease in average attendance at the same time. In 
other words, we have added one and one-third years 
to the average schooling of children in the small towns 
by furnishing eight full years of 36 weeks each. More- 
over, high school enrollment has increased one-third, or 
nearly seven times as fast as elementary enrollment. 
Normal school enrollment has increased from 240 to 
924, with a decrease in per capita cost to the state 
from $324 to $135 per student. This has enabled an 
increase in the proportion of trained teachers from 
63% to 83% of the total number. By sharing in the 
benefits of the above progress, Barrington is able to 
have professional supervision, trained teachers, health 
services of the nurse, transportation, better equipment, 
and all this at a figure far below cost. Few towns in 
the state have more to be grateful for in the present 
school law than our own district of Barrington.
